a. Tho character of the recent changes 
made inthe penal system of the Colony 
cannot. be correctly understoud without 
referetica to the varying conditions which 
have necessarily intuericed the policy of | 
the Government in dealing with the eriminal 
classes, since the island came under the 
British authority, In tho carly days of the 
oceupativn, and indeed until within the last | 
few years, the adjacent cuast of China, from 
which we are separated only by a narrow 
strait from 1) to 6 miles broad, swarmed 
with pirates, who pursued their desperate 
calling with immunity from punishment, | 
ting that which they occasionally 
received from British and foreign cruisers. 


and the decadence uf trale and industry 
in the waritime provinces of Quangsi, 
Quangtung and Fokien, before the war of 
1840 oveurred, produced a state of anarchy 
along the see Board, culminating in the 
Taiping Robellion of 1863, with which the 
Native authorities were, for a long period, 
powerless to deal, A mounment, outside 
the city of Victoria, recorda the severe 
losses sustained by a combined British and 
United States Naval force, in an attack 
upon a piratical stronghuld, a fow miles 
distant. from Hongkong. It waa perilous 
for unarmed forvign vessels to anchor or 
become becelmed near the coast, pirates 
frequently landed within the limite of this 
harbour, and inthe city itself, on marauding 
expeditions, aud the island atiracted gangs 
of desperadoes who defied detection by the 
pulice, and who, when pursued, easily ioand 
rofuge on the muinland, from which they 
as easily returned. During many years, 
residents did not leave their homes after 
dark, nor traverse wifrequented rouds in 
daylight, without revolvers. 
‘This was the state of things whon tho late 
Sic Richard Mae-Donnell was appointed 
Governor of the Colony, fad, at that time, 
the Colonia] trade wus Janguishing, the 
revenue was uneqtal to the expenditure, 
the gauls were full and an alarming increase 
in crime called for severe measures of 
ropryssion. ‘he Governor argued that, even 
if he had-the will to do so, the resources of 
the Colony would not admit of his maintain- 
ing in gaol the swarms of hardened vil 
who came from the mainland and were 
arrested by the police, and that it was not 
to-be expected this sinall island should be 
the penal depositary of the criminal classes 
of the adjacent empire. With the approval 
of the Secretary of State, ho strengthened 
thu Police force and passed u 
authorising the branding of irteclaimablo 
criminals, their depurtation, and punish- 
ment by the lash if they ventured to return, 
These measures were followed by a rapid 
diminution in eriyie. 

ir Arthur Konnedy aneceeded Sir 
Richard MacDonnell and, during his 
atminigtration, a yreat change ocenried in 
the position of affairs, The beneficont 
eftect. of rapidly expanding foreign trade 
and commercial intercourse became evitlent 
in au increase of industrial activity through- 
out the neighbouring provinces, the popula- 
tien were being gradually weaned from 
piracy by a great demand for honest labour, 
the Chinese’ Central Government had re-

of government, in the course of which, 
owing to the expansion of trade in the 
Chinese waters, the public rovenue has 
shown a constantly, increasing surplus and 
a large cash balance has accumulated in tho 
Treasury. Bunt I refra: I have said 
enough to indicate tho cfliciont cause of 
Governor Hennessy’s unpopularity, and 
iny principal object, in replying to your let- 
tera, is te protest against the statemont 
your ustimable Society has publicly, but. uo 
doubt unwittingly, made, that that unpo- 
palenty is due ta any opposition raised 

here to a policy of humanity towards crimi- 
nals or justice to Native races. 

If the xuthenticity of my statements of 
fact is doubted, any one of the eminent 
members of cithor House or Parliament, 
who are meinbors of. your Committee, can 
satisfy himaelf as to the truth of them by 
moving for the multifarious papers on 
Hongkong affairs, relating to the adminis- 
tration 1877-81, in the possession of the 
Colonial Office, or by tho more simple pro- 
cess of applying to me for copies of ofticial 
correspondence concerning a late disgrace- 
ful scandal in the Colony, over which, if 
the frionds of Sir John Popo Herinessy are 
well advised, they will seek to draw the 
veil of decent oblivion.

ASSAULTING AND THREATENING To MURDER. 

Mahomed Ameer, lamp trimmer on board 
the steamship @eclura, wis charged with 
nasaulting James Herdinan, second engineer 
of the ship, and with attempting to use a 
knifo on the 12th instant.

The bites were 
not severe, and drew no blood. The com- 

plainant did not kick or hurt the prisoner 
in any way when he shoved him.

A KEROSENE ane BURNED AT 


(From the Mercury). 


News reached Shanghai tu-day“of. the 
total logs of the British ship Jessie Burritt, 
bound-from New York ta Shanghai, dié- 
masted inf typhoon and afterwards ‘de- 
stroyed ‘hy fire, near - Tang-ying” Island, 
She had been in atyphoon un the 3rd inet., 
and lid cut away hor mests, After boing 
nbandoned in shallow water near that~la- 
Tund, she ‘tavk firo, and having a full caryo 
of kerosino oil, sho soon became a prey to 
the dames and was totally destroyed, Cap- 
twin Croad of the O.ML8.N. Co.'s 8. Tuv- 
nan reports -—August Sth, 1882, 11. am.— 
Observed s hoavy column of smoke to the 
N.W., close to tlio Island of Tumeying, 
Thinking it might be some: vessel. on tira, 
kept the steamer away in that direction. 
Ow nearing, it proved te be a largo vessel 
on fire foro and aft, all masts gone, aud her 
top sides burnt-away. 
in 22 fathoms, Tung-ying Island bearing E. 

by N. 4-N., distant threo miles. Tho na-*

She left New York on tho 3rd April, 
bouna for Shanghai, with a crow of 20, all 
tuld, and her cargo consisted. of 60,105 
cases kerosene oi} and 160 tous anthracite 
coal, They had good weather up to the 
28th July, after which they encountered a 
typhoon, or a succcssion of N, E. to EB, 8, E, 

gales, being then between Tung-ying Island 
and the north of Tay Island. On the 20th, 
during tho galo, tho ship was struck with a 
heavy sea, which stove in the sky-lights, 
broke the buat beams, filled the cabin with 
water, broke one man’s arm short off, and 
erippléd another man badly on the shoulder. 
On the 2nd August, they made land, aftoer- 
wards found to be Tung-ying Island ‘They 
could net. weather it, and let go the sheets 
and eut the main top-sail. Sounded and 
found 16 fathoms; cume te the conglusion 
it was best to anchor there; but when 
they got the anchors down she was in 
24 futhoms. The fore-top started, and sails 
split. Both anchors having been let down,’ 
; they paid out 105 fathoms chain on one and 
WO on the other, and brought her up. This 
wus at one o'clock on the morning of the 
2nd instant, and she lay there all that day, 
At 7 p.m. a galo sprung up fron 8.8, E., 
under which thé ‘ship rolled aud pitched 
very heavily, and it oven dragged her 
thiought the mud. The Captain deemed it 
prudont tu cnt away: the spars, to eave life, 
ship, and cargo;and this was dove, The 
mizenmast full over the stern, falling on the 
top of the houss, and’ carrying away the 
wheel and breaking the steering gear, The 
main-mast lwoke bolow the deck, and a 
quuutity of water got into the hold. The 
foromast went over'the side. They stoppud 
up thé hole in the deck as well as possible. 
The eabins wero full of water, the sea 
making a breach over her all the time, but 
stiishe held and rede to heranchora. The 

lay that way all night, tillabant eighto'clock 
next morning when they sighted a steamer 
$.S, W., steuming inside the island, aud they 
signalled for assistance, The steawer came 
Mongside and of L to tuke than off the 
disinasted vessel.
